One is the lendein y 
to remember the more enjoyable thing s of lit« *- 
ll makes I ho 
past s e e m ’pleasant and softens the ills ol the present. 
It pre­ 
v ents us iroi i carrying all of the ills of the past and tin1 pres­ 
ent at the same time. 
Another is that the parent alw ays seems old to the 
c h i l d . 
Parents at So or 40 are as old to their offspring as they are at 
60 or 65. 
That perpetuates the relationships as they should 
be. 
Another is that mature people are prone to think the 
y o u n g e r g eneration more friv olous, more immoral, more mis­ 
chiev ous than their own. 
Ordinarily this human trait works 
toward the end of a better g uardianship. 
It appears some- 
J mes that it can be ov erworked. 
As long as this inclination leads to more dilig ence and 
more watchfulness ov er the young , it is better for all. 
When 
it leads to cont nuous carping criticism, that is likely to bo 
different. 
People experienced with childhood do not believ e 
the effect is g ood if a child repeatedly is told that it is bad * 
Youth is daring , and if told repeatedly it is worse than its 
parents were, it is likely to feel that unless it is bad, is immor­ 
al. that it is not keeping up with the youth of its day. 
If all are pronounced bad, the answer of one must he that 
he is not worse than all others. 
When one of the Roosev elt boys was being quizzed about 
his relations with other boys, bis answer w as: 
“ My father .ins there are big boys and little boys and 
g ood boys and bad boys, and that’s all the kinds of boys 
there are.” 
Class distinction was established, but the principal classes 
were the g ood and the bad. 
It is not a bad class distinction 
to establish in the minds of the youth. 
To put them all into 
one class and call that class had g ets nowhere with reform. 
It is hard to believ e that girls are worse than in other g en ­ 
erations. 
Times are different. 
Society permits them to be 
more bold. 
There are more girls and there is more official 
prying. 
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M AKING THE DEAF HEAR. 


l» ong ago the expression deaf and dumb passed out. as it 
was made possible fo rthe deaf to talk. 
Now scientists are 
finding methods by w hich the deaf can be made to hear. 
The term deaf and dumb was applicable when children 
were born deaf, but possessing the same v ocal ability that 
normal persons hav e. 
The reason they were “ dum b” was be­ 
cause they could not learn to talk without 
first hearing 
speech. 
This handicap was ov ercome when means were dev ised by 
which the deal could learn to talk, althoug h their deafness 
prev ented normal control of v oices, because they could not 
hear. 
Schools desig nated as for the deaf and dumb became 
known as schools for the deaf. 
Scientists at the Univ ersity of Iow a hav e been working on 
a theory that among persons classified as deaf art* many w ho 
can be made to hear. 
They hav e found that a man who can 
not hear a clock strike can hear a bird sing. 
This is a demon­ 
stration that the loudness is not so great an elem ent as the 
quality of the v ibration. 
It has been discov ered that the ordinary person hears 16,- 
000 to 24,000 v ibrations, in a seco .d; that the imperfect ear 
may hear from 125 to .‘>000; or, it may hear from 100 to 200, 
miss from 200 to 350 and hear the rest of the scale. 
The audiometer, which has just been completed at the 
Iowa univ ersity for the school for the deaf, points out the 
scale of deafness, permits treatment for it, and opens the way 
for dev ices that will aug ment the sounds. 
Then use can be 
made of what are desig nated as the “ islands of hearing .”
